I am greatly concerned that certain racial leaders are doing 
the Civil Rights movement a great dis-servicc by suggesting 
that citizens need only obey those laws with which they 
agree.

Such defiance is a form of anarchy. It is shameful and dis¬ 
graceful for persons in high authority to condone or urge 
the breaking of established laws . , Civil Disobedience is 
not and must not become an accepted norm of behavior in 
a society of free men. It leads to anarchy and pre-empts all 
possibility of rational discussion or appeal 


No longer can respectable citizens complacently stand by 
while celebrity status is accorded those sick minds and 
corrupt souls who tamper with and ridicule our orderly 
process of government under law, We must choose between 
law and anarchy — freedom or chaos,

Mr. Leonard Patterson joined the Communist Party in 1928, was immedi¬ 
ately recognized as a potential "revolutionary" leader and was groomed in 
Communist trade schools in Cleveland, in Illinois and New York. He was 
then sent to Moscow as a student in the International Lenin School. While 
in Moscow, he received extensive indoctrination in "self-determination" 
and the colonial question. He was considered an expert on this subject 
upon graduation. His training in military tactics and revolutionary insur 
rectionist movements casts light on the recent lightning quick, quasi¬ 
military strikes in Harlem and Watts. 

His whole story, from the details of the Moscow experience to the staged 
riots and protest marches in America, will not only enlighten the unin¬ 
formed but will explain many of the deeper and more significant founda¬ 
tions that underlie the Civil Rights movement. 

After going through a two-year period of dis-enchantment with the Com¬ 
munist Party, Patterson resigned in 1937 and subsequently helped the 
U. S. Senate uncover dozens of Communists within the labor unions and 
Government organizations.

Songs re 
ferring to the use of drugs, such as Eight Miles High,*’ 

Tomorrow Never Knows. ' Crystal Ships/ and Aca¬ 
pulco Gold/ are currently being played on literally 
thousands of radio stations throughout the United 
Sfofes. Is if any wonder thof known drug abuse has 
lumped 600% in the Southern California area in the 
first quarter of 1967? 

Speed" is the slang name for the drug Methudrine. 
also referred to as "crystals. It is popular among 
the in crowd because they can inject this drug into 
the artenes and get on immediate reaction (or flash") 
very similar lo cocaine. Because the drug effect lasts 
only three hours, the user con go home without the 
parents being any the wiser, The drug destroys normal 
inhibitions which prevent immorality and crimmolity. 
thus "speed kills. 

The term "flower power" is a pul on and o shorn. 
The youths ore being led to believe that the philosophy 
behind the act of sharing their flowers will bring about 
a world of love where there will be no more wars, 
and where people will live in peace and hormony 
forever. This, of course, is nothing more than the same 
Marxist philosophy of a Utopia thof has been used for, 
generations to deceive and capture the minds of the 
youth of the world. 

Turn on and vibrate refers to the supposed fantastic 
sexual experiences that can be enjoyed while under 
the influences of LSD. In reality, LSD is usually a 
sexual depressant. Youths are being bombarded by 


this and similar slogans, not only from the in crowd, 
but also by radio, television, and newspopers. These 
media seek the likes of Dr. Timothy Leary, ex-Harvard 
professor, to expound on the alleged delights and 
pleasures realized while under the influence of the 
drug LSD. LSD is described by the Los Angeles Police 
Department os 200 times more active than cocaine. 

J Mellow Yellow" is a cigarette made of the scropings 
from inside a banana peel. The youth are being told 
that "mellow yellow is a drug which produces the 
same effects as marijuana. They can purchase this 
so-called drug through the mails with complete instruc¬ 
tions on how to smoke it to get the greatest effects. 
What the young person is not told is that any effects 
they might receive from smoking mellow yellow ore 
purely psychological since the banana peels contain 
no known hallucinary drug "Mellow yellow" is 
designed to push the young person across the psycho¬ 
logical barriers surrounding the use of drugs. When 
the real drugs are made available to him, he more 
readily accepts.

Czech by birth and American by choice. Dr. Paul Rusick lived under the 
organized cruelty of Nazism and the yoke of intimidation and terror later 
lastened on his unhappy homeland by the Communists. 

As a graduate of the Medical School of Charles University in Prague, Dr. 
Rusick is by training a plastic surgeon. He gained prominence, however, first 
as a hero in the Anti-Nazi underground and then as the leader of a brilliantly 
conceived Anti-Communist underground which he personally organized. 

Because of his connections with the U.S. Intelligence Service, Dr. Rusick soon 
became a marked man. Listed by the Communists as an "especially dangerous 
political enemy," he was arrested by secret police and condemned to death 
during one of the biggest public trials ever staged in Prague But. with the 
death sentence temporarily set aside, Dr. Rusick engineered an amazing 
escape from the impenetrable Pilsen prison. 

As an American citizen. Dr. Rusick now lives In Southern California. He still 
insists that the Reds will eventually decide to attack the United States.
